Death Ray Will
Be Given Test
InU. S. Soon

Famous Machine Will
Shown to Scientists
Next Month

By JACKSON V. JACOBS

LONDON.—H. Grindell-Matthews
has finally allowed his “death ray”
machine to be photographed. At
the same time he has let it be
known that he will take the per-
fected device to the United States
and demonstrate it before sci-
entists in December. 5,

The machine has been under
close guard on the island of Flat-
holme, in Bristol channel, where
he has been testing it. - He claims
to have made the beam efficacious
at 3000 feet. ;

Meanwhile his claims to priority
in invention of the beam are being
disputed. Edwin R. Scott, an in-
ventor of San Francisco, now on
this side of the water, says he and
other American scientific workers
were in the field. “before the
work of Mr. Grindell-Matthews was
heard of.”

Disputes Claim

“I myself am the inventor of
such a ray and my work“is well
known to other scientists, just as
it was known to the late Dr.
Charles P. Steinmetz of Schenec-
tady, whom I frequently consult-
ed,” said Mr. ‘Scott. “Death ray,
as a matter of fact, is a misnomer.
(Grindell-Matthews says this, too.)
It is not really a ray, but rather a
human-made lightning stroke.”

Scott contends that by means of
projectional electrical energy planes
can be brought down out of the
air at will and that human life
can be extinguished at a given dis-
tance and objective. He further
maintains that an airplane in the
sky can be hit with a searchlight
nd then struck with an eclectrical

A similar claim was
put forth by a German at the radio
station at Nauen, while a second
French inventor has succeeded, it
is said, in exploding charges of
powder by a beam at a distance
of several feet.
His Captures Imagination

But more than any other, the
claims of the British inventor, H.
Grindell-Matthews, have attracted
wide attention. His remarkable
experiments- have been witnessed
by scientists, journalists and gov-
ernment officials, There seems
little doubt that he actually has
succeeded in transmittinb a sub-
stantial quantity of power over dis-
tances of a few feet without wires
or other conductors.

He says he is able to stop the
operation of ordinary intérnal com-
bustion engines, such as those of
automobiles or airplanes, evén
without projecting any destructive
force toward them. He asserts
that the speoml ray or beam he
uses for the purpose of power pro-
Jjection serves, even when uncharged
with power, as an efficient para-
lyzer of the ignition systems of
gasoline engines.

The machine is intended for de-
fensive rather than offensive pul-
poses, ' he -explains.
